Durborrow’s World’s Fair Bill 


Passed in the House. 


— 


The Final Vote Stood 131 For to 83 
Against. 


ONE-HALF THE 8UM ASKED BY THE 
WINDY CITY OBTAINED. 


Programme of the Democratic Caucus 
Carried Out—Strong Opposition Mani- 
fested to the Last Minute—The Watson 
Charges Discredited in the Committee 
Report — Adjournment To - Morrow 
Likely—The National Capital 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 5.—At noon the 
Yiouse resumed in Committee of the Whole 
the consideration of the Durburrow World’s 
Fair bill. Mr. Cummings of New York opened 
the opposition with a speech against the 
proposition, which he characterized as one 
which was intended to loot the Treasury. 
The World’s Fair proposition had s0 
mixed itself up with the Government 
that it was dificult to tell which 
was the World’s Fair and which was the 
Government. The remnants of the former 
Congresses had covered the floor sothat it 
could hardly be told whether the present 
Congress or the heel-taps of former Con- 
gresses ran the House. It was @ matter of 
pride with him that he had filibustered 
against this looting appropriation. 

Mr. Fellows of New York evidently sup- 
ported the bill. The work, he said, was a 
Governmental one. The idea of the Fair had 
been born in Congress; ithad its inception 
here. From the start tothe finish it wasa 
Governmental work. He had been appealed 
to as a Democrat to refuse his aid to a 
proposition which his colleague designated 
as one to loot the treasury. 

The debate continued until 1 o’clock. Much 
of it was entirely foreign to the question 
pending and referred to the Commissioner of 


Pensions. 

Precisely at1o’clock the Chairman of the 
committee of the whole stated that under the 
order of the House the committee must rise. 
Having arisen the Durburrow Dill was re- 
ported tothe House. The pending amend- 
ment (and the eg one) was a substitute 
offered by Mr. earmond of : issouri, 
for the first section of the bill. It provides 
if the World’s Columbian Exposition shall 
deposit at a mint of the United States a sufl- 
cient quantity of silver bullion it shall be 
coined and delivered to the Exposition in 
half-dollar coins in amount not exceeding 
$5,000, 000. 

Mr. Dearmond’s substitute was rejected. 
Yeas, 76; nays, 139. The roll was then called 
for the vote on the final passage of the Dur- 
burrow bill. 

The bill was passed by the House by a vote 
of 131 to 83. 

A motion to reconsider the vote by which 
the bill passed was laldonthetable aftera 
futile effort to fliDuster was.

The bill was enrolled in a few minutes and 
was immediately taken to the Senate at 2:37 
o’clock by Clerk Kerr, but before it could be 
presented to the Senate it went into ex- 
ecutive session. 

After the executive session the World’s 
Fair bill was presented in the Senate and 
immediately passed. The bill was at once 
sent to the President for his signature. 

The House at 3:10 took a recess till7 p. m. 
This is said to indicate that Congress will ad- 
journ sine die to-night. ce 


CAPIBAL NOTES. 


WATSON’S O@MMITTEE EXPERIENCE VERY DIS- 
: APPOINTING. 


_gehimxoron, D.C., Aug. 5.—Representa- 
ve Boatner has finished his report on 
Representative Watson’s charges of drunk- 
enness against members on the floor of the 
House. The reportisapproved by the three 
Democratic members of the committee, 
and, with some qualifications by 
Representative Grout (Rep.) cf Ver- 
mont. The~ acts are: The reports 
will say that three and probably four mem- 
bers appeared on the floor more orless un- 
der the influence of liquor, but none in the 
condition described in the charges. The 
committeé will report a resolution declaring 
that the charges made by Mr. Watson are not 
true and constitute an unwarranted assault 
upon the honor and dignity of the 
House and have the unqualified 
disapproval ot the House. Mr. 
Grout will submit a minority report rec- 
ommending the adoption of the resolution 
recommended by the committeeif on pre- 
sentation tothe House Mr. Watson declines 
to retract or modify his objectionable state- 
ments. 

Speaker Crisp was at the White 
House yesterday and had a conference 
with the President regarding the ad- 
journment of Congress. The President 
expressed a desire that Congress adjourn as 
g00n as possible, basing the request upon the 
condition of Mrs. Harrison, which makes it 
necessary for her husdand to join her with- 
out delay. It is probable, therefore, that 
Congress will finish up its business to-day. 
Speaker Crisp, inan interview, saidhe did 
not see any reason why they should not get 
away late Friday night. At the White House, 
last night it was said Mrs. Harrison’s ‘con- 
cition was not critical, Dut that she was in 
an extremely nervous state, as the result of 
repeated disappointments regarding the 
President’s departure for Loon Lake. 

The Judiciary Committee of the House this 
morning instructed the sub-committee to 
continue the inquiry during the recess and 
report at the next session of Congress. Chair- 
man Oates of the sub-committee was pre- 
pared to report, but the majority of his sub- 
committee declined to adopt his report, for 
containing ‘*too much dynamite,’’ one Mem- 
ber sald. 


Big Treasure Shipment. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Aug. 5.—An enormous 
shipment of gold coin went East from the 
sub-treasury here yesterday, $30,000,000 being 
sent to the United States Treasury at Wash- 


ington. The utmost secrecy has been pre- 
served. There is some reason forthis. In 
the wild country between California and the 
Mississippi there are train robbers and it is 
not often that such a large amount in gold 
coin goes whirling over the rails on one 
train. For two or three weeks postal route 
agents have been arriving from. the 
East on secret missions. It was 
™thought they came to work up cases 
7 fraudulent practicein the Railway Mail 
ice, but that wasamistake. The thirty 
came left to-day on the gold train and 
with them went nine others from San Fran- 
isco. For each man there is a Winchester. 
hree cases of rifles were loaded with the 
coin. There are five postal Cars, unusual! 
heavy and strong, and a big Caboose in whic 
the guards ride. The Government had stored 
at ’Frisco $100,000,..00 of its gold reserve and it 
is said now that $60,000,000 in all is to be sent 
to Washington, one more shipment like the 
present being necessary.

GRANT’S LETTERS. 


They Were Written toa Friend Who Had 
Aided the Great Soldier. 

New York, Aug. 5.—Founder James A. 
Bradley of Asbury Park gave a banquet last 
evening to Charles Wood of Lansingburg, N. 
Y., One of the first to goto Gen. Grant’s aid 
after the Grant & Ward failure. While other 
people were expressing regret at the Gen- 
eral’s downfall, Mr. Wood sent him his check 
for $500 which was afterward followed by two 
like donations. 

As soon as Mr. Bradley learned that Mr. 
Wood was at Ocean Grove he arranged a 
banquet and invited the Grand Army Post of 
the town. After speeches had been made by 
Congressman Clarke of New Jersey, Mayor 
Stewart of Philadelphia, Gen. Patterson of 
New Jersey and others, Mr. Bradley had read 


some letters from Gen. Grant to Mr. Woods 
which had not been made public, thanking 
the latter for histimely aid. These are the 


letters: 
NEw Yor« City, May 12, 1884. 

DEAR StR—Your more than kind letter of Satur- 
day, inclosing check for $500 and proposing to send 
alike amounton my note payable in one year with- 
ou: interest, is received. The money at this time 
would be of exceeding use to one having not enough 
to pay one month’s servant hire or room, if I were 
to leave my house ana nothing comingin until Aug. 


I therefore accept the check just received and this 
is my acknowledgment of a debt of $500, one year 
from this date on the terms of your letter. Very 
truly yours, U. 8. GRANT. 


The next letter acknowledges receipt of two 
checks for $500 each and indicates the straight- 
ened circumstances to which the ex-Presi- 
dent bad been reduced. 


NEW YORK, May 19, 1884. 
Charles Wood. Esq.: 

My DEAR Si1k—I am in receipt of your very kind 
letter of the l7thinst. with twochecks for $500 
each. You haveconferred an obligation more tian 
Ican ever repay. The money, of course, 1 do not 
doubt but Ican return; but being caught without a 
hundred dollars in my pocket and nothing coming 
in till August it becainea serious question what to 
do. You inthe generosity of your heart have re- 
lieved that anxiety. Every preparation was at once 
made to reduce expenses tc a minimum. My house 
at Long Branch—Mrs. Grant’s—is offered for rent. 
And the one we wosspy here will be in the fall if 
prospects are no brighterthan at present. Hoping 
that emeporny may attend you and yours, ] remain, 
faithfully yours, U. 8. GRANT. 

‘ihe third letter contained the General’s 
check for $1,000 1n part payment of the loan. 
This money, the General intimates, was re- 
ceived from the sale of his book. Here 1s his 
letter in full: 

NEW YORK CITY. Jan. 5, 1885. 

My DEAR Mr. Woop—I take prefound pleasure 
in Saeening to you the check whieh you will find 
with this. wish to state to you also how great was 
the relief afforded by your timely loan. At the time 
of the failure of Ward & Grant! had nota hundred 
dollarsia my pocket. I had paid my Dills forthe 
previous month withchecks on the firm. Most of 
them were not presented until after the failure. 
Your checks enabled me to meet the second cal: and 
gave me something to go upon until another tura 
could be made. Mrs. ‘:rant was fortunate enough to 
own several small houses in Washington, one of 
which she sold for the sum of $6,500, since which we 
have been comfortable in means to live upon, but 
with nothing to pay past debts. 

I return to you with the preetenk eipeense $1,000 of 
the $1,500 which you so kindly and without solicita- 
tivn or claim upon you, sent me. It affords me 
greater pleasure from the fact that I have earned 

e other ‘ ™m 5 shes to you 
ana yours, lam, very truly. U. 8. GRANT. 

This letter was written at Mount McGregor 
on July 9, 1885, a short time before the Gene- 
ral’s death: 


lam very sorry thatlam unable to converse even 
inawhisper. 1 am reclining in bed aslong as it 
rests me this morning, because yesterday I hada 
very trying day. My worst hours, must painful 
ones, are from 4to7 in the afternoon. Yesterday 
we had a number of particuiar friends calland stay 
through these hours. Ihad to converse incessanily 
with my pencil. About the close the Mexican edi- 
tors calied in a body and delivered a speechin 
Spanish thathad to be transiate’d and spoken in 
English. lreplied. Mv speech was read in En- 
giish, then translated and — inSpanish. Then 
there wasa second speech anda reply. By this 
time Iwas nearly exhausted. Iam badiy off this 
minute because the doctor has been dressing my 
mouth and this is always painful. 

I feel very thankfulto you for the kindness you 
did me last year. I am giad to wy A that while there 
is much unblushing wickednessin this world, yet 
there isa compensating generosity and grandeur of 
soul. Inmycasel have not found that republics 
are ungrateful nor are the people. 


South Dakota Crops. 

Hurow, 8S. D., Aug. 5.—The crop bulletin, 
No. 17, published by the United States 
Weather Bureau for the week ending Aug. 
2, based upon reports sent in from thirty- 
three counties, reads: The rains during the 
week occurred locally and in some localities 


were quite heavy. The showers were gen- 
erally in the form of thunder storms, accom- 
panied by high winds, which lodged rank 
grain. Outside of the damage done where 
hail fell and grain was lodged these rains 
were highly beneficial toallcrops. The cool 
nights the greater part of the week 
were favorable to wheat, which 
in some counties was ripening most too 
rapidly. The advancement of corn over 
most of the State during the last ten days has 
been phenomenal, and many correspondents 
think it is now at about the same stage it was 
this time last year. Barley and rye harvest 
is well advanced, oats harvest begun and 
wheat harvesting will commence within the 
next few days. State considered the week 
was favorable. Some counties report rain 
needed for flax, corn, millet and potatoes, 
aniafew localities for late wheat, but two 
weeks more of ordinarily fovorable weather 
will see most of the barley, rye, oats and 
wheatin shock and stack. The indications 
are that the yield will be abundant and the 
quality excellent, but laborers are needed to 
help harvest the grain. 


Desth From a Mosquito Bite. 

New YorK, Aug. 5.—About ten days ago 
Peter Kenney felt tho bite of a mosquito on 
his left cheek and he rubbed and scratched 
the spot vigorously. A little later he found 
that a hard lump the size of a pea had devel- 
oped at the spot. On the third day the lump 
had increased to the size of a filbert, and the 
pain he suffered was so intense that he went 


to the Harlem Hospital. The next day Ken- 
ney went to the hospital with his face much 
swollen and highly inflamed. The surgeons 
sent himto Bellevue for treatment. After 
reacbing Bellevue the patient’s condition 
rew rapidly worse. Monday the in- 
ammation spread until it involved 
the membranes of the brain, producing 
meningitis, from which the unfortunate man 
died shortly after midnight. Dr. Van Loan, 
the hospital surgeon, was inclined to the be- 
lief that in the case Of Kenney and all 
cases of a similar characterthe mosquito 
must, just before biting the man, have been

Berkman’s Victim Back at His 
Desk Again To-Day. , 


The Trouble at Duquesne May Cause 
More Bloodshed. 


ACTION OF THE MILITIA COMPLAINED 
OF BY THE STRIKERS. 


Incidents of Life in the Homestead Plant 
as Told by thse Steel Workers—Con- 
flicting Statements of the Number of 
Men Now Employed—A Roller.Marked 
for Death—Snowden’s Change of Heart 
in the Iams Case. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 6.—H.C. Frick,Chair- 
man. of the Carnegie company, resumed 
active control this morning. He was at his 
office at 10:30 o’clock and engaged with his 
accustomed energies in his business, and as 
quietly as if yesterday he had been at his 
desk, instead of attending the funeral of his 
infant child. There was great surprise in 
the office, excepting Secretary Lovejoy, no 
one knew that he was coming down town for 
a week at least. There was general rejoicing 
among the employes, from the elevator boy, 
David Forney, who first met him, uptothe 
chief.officials. As soon as Mr. Frick reached 
the building he went into his private room, 
lighted a cigar, asked that the heads of the 
department report to him as usual and then 
buried himself in his morning mail. Mr. 
Frick had a pleasant greeting for young 
Forney, who displayed great courage in 
seizing Berkman, who was endeavoring to 
escape after having stabbed Messrs. Frick 
anda Leishman,and holding Berkman until the 
arrival of the police. The chairman warmly 
thanked the young man. Upinthe office he 
pleasantly greeted euch clerk with a cheery 
**Good morning,’’ and received their expres- 
sions of solicitude for his welfare with a 
smile. When his presence became known, 
the employes on the other floors came down 
to pay their respects tothe chairman. 

CAME UNATTENDED. 
Mr. Frick came in from his home on Home- 


wood avenue on a Duquesne electric car, 


leaving at 8:45 o’clock and reaching Fifth 
avenue and Wood street at 10:200’clock. For 
the past week he has displayed an eagerness 
to be at work again, that pleased the phys- 
icians, and showed his great strength of pur- 
pose. Dr. Litchfield reluctantly gave his 
consent to the chairman resuming his duties 
this morning and insisted on coming down 
along to the office. Mr. Frick would not 
agree to this and came unattended. 

Mr. Frick has not made any expression ofa 
desire to see his assailant, Berkman, pun- 
ished.. Of course, he has sucha wish, but 

feframen trom VindietTve titterances. It 
is probable the chairman will return home at 
2 o’clock, and there remain until to-morrow. 

Secretary Lovejoy saidto a Press reporter 
this morning: ‘‘Duquesne milis will be 
started on Monday, and those 600 men we 
employed this week will work them. The 
riot yesterday wiil not interfere with our 
plans. 

*‘*We have now sixty men working on the 
few repairs necessary, and everything will 
be ready by Monday. Things are going on 
without a hitch at Homestead and the City 
Union mills.’’ 

Capt. Hinde of Chicago, wholed the Pink- 
ertons the morning of the Homestead riot, 
and was the first man among them wounded, 
may not recover. The physicians at the 
Homeopathic Hospital, where he has been 
since July 6, say his condition is alarming, 
and have heldaconsultation. His leg may 
have to be amputated. Capt. Hinde is 


Striker Hugh Ross on Wednesday, but the 
chances are that he willanswer to a higher 
coirt before the trial occurs. 

A FAMOUS BATTLE GROUND. 

The attempt yesterday ofthe Amalgamated 
Association members to prevent the old men 
not organized with them from returning to 
work inthe Duquesne mills has drawn at- 
tention away from the other troubles be- 
tween the strikers and the Carnegie Steel 
Co. 

Duquesne has been a famous battle ground, 
and the victories for labor and capital here- 
tofore have been even. Inthis instance the 
company has taken active measures prompt- 
ly. Late last night Constable Griffeth ac- 
companied by James E. Morrison, who was 
beaten badly inthe riot yesterday, came to 
Pittsburg on the advice of Supt. Morrison 
and made informations for riot against 
twelve of the participants, who are mostly 
Duquesne men, but someof them reside in 
Homestead. Adorce of constables will serve 
these warrants to-day, and they expect seri- 
a trouble and have gone prepared to meet 
i 


Wm. Welihe, President of the Amalgamated 
Association, who has kepta close watch on 
Homestead sctnaeg | told a press representa- 
tive this morning that it might be possible 
the company had 1,200 men in the Homestead 
mill, but not more than one hundred of them 
had any skill, and serious accidents were a 
daily occurrence. ‘‘Yesterday,’’ he said, 
‘‘when the furnaces inthe open hearth de- 
partment had been tapped and the steel run 
into the ladie, the men, intrying to remove 
the ladle to the casting pit, upsetit, spilling 


25 tons of molten metal. Owing to this the 
open hearth department is shut down, and 
the metal is lost.’’ 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

The Carnegie officials tella different story. 
Supt. Potter says he has so many men, over 
1,300, that no more applications are being ac- 
cepted, nor will there be until 200 new houses 
are completed, and Munhall, if all the Carne- 
gie plans are carried out, will be a big town 
in six months. 

Supt. Dillon asserts that fifteen old men re- 
turned to work last night inthe Thirty-third 
street mill. He declares all departments are 
running single turn and satisfactorily, and 
the strikers affirm positively that he is tell- 
ing untruths. 

A roller there named Teemer, a brother of 
Oarsman John ‘Teemer, is believed by the 
police to be marked for death by the strikers 
for having twice deserted his lodge and 
worked in non-union mills. The officers 
have warned Teemer to be on the watch for 
violence. Teemer, however, leaves the mill 
at will and says he fears no one. 

The —< this morning, and during the 
night, dispersed large crowds on the Smith- 
feld wharf. They were watching the Car- 
negie service boat Tide leave her 
wharf. She had non-union men 
aboard and the crowds were hooting so vio- 
lently that an outbreak Was feared. 

EMPLOYMENT AGENTS ARRESTED. 

Ralph Getty, sub-agent for the Keystone 
Employment Agency, Pittsburg, came to 
Homestead this morning. On his arrival to- 
day a number of locked-out men spotted him 
and he was followed and held up. Officer 
Jim Walls arrested bim, and when Getty pro- 
tested the crowd wanted to take him to the 
river and throw him in. Getty became badly 
probably one hundred men

INCIDENTS OF THE STRIKE. 

There is no lack of stories to confirm § the 
strikers’ view of the situation inthe mills. 
One of the men, whose duty it is to watch the 
Upper Union mill, gays that among the shear 
grinders who wentin afterthe union men 
went outisa man who,elightor ten years 
ago, run the Universal Plate Mill in Andrew 
Kloman’s mill at Superior Station, but owing 


to ill-health abandoned his trade. When 
Manager Dillon learned he had a roller in 
Sight, he wentto the man and persuaded 
him to work. 

The workman Gemurred, but at last con- 
sented and assisted in getting out three 
heats. So precious had he become that when 
night arrived instead of allowing the man to 
gO home the under-bosses locked him in the 
“rease-house and kept him all night. Yester- 
day morning, however, he managed to make 
his escape, but in doing so he was obliged to 
leave his hat and coat behind. He scaled the 
fence near Thirty-fourth street and made his 
way to the headquarters of the strikers. 

At the rooms ofthe Amalgamated Asso- 
Clation on Penn avenue a member ofthe 
Press (Committee yesterday said: 
‘*The Carnegie Steel Oo. has. erected 
atemporary barin the Thirty-third street 
mill. Over this ts @ispensed large quanti- 
ties of Uquid refreshment and cigars which 
are given to the men without cost, The 
liguid refreshments consists of beer and 
whisky and the workmen are not limited in 
their potations. A funny thing, however, 
isthatthefirm have erected the bar near 
the fence where oneof the most stringent 
rules of the compapy is posted. It reads as 
follows: ‘No emphoye of the Carnegie 
Co. is allowed to use intoxicating liquors 
during working WoOurs.’ Everybody that 
drinks at the firm's bar sees the signand 
wonders,’’ 


A DYNAMITE SCARE. 

Although the dwelling of the non-union 
men is situated al@oston the banks of the 
Allegheny River the oecupants do not enjoy 
the usual freedom of guests at watering 
places. Early yesterday morning a practical 
joker placed arow of railroad torpedoes upon 
the Allegheny Valley tracks and a passing 
train exploded them. This caused a commo- 
tion inthe boarding-house, Everybedy had 
retired forthe night and all was quiet, when 
suddenly there was one-half dozen deafening 
reports. 

Some one yelled ‘‘dynamite’’ and in less 
than a minute all the non-union men were on 
their feet looking for their clothes. Many ran 
to the limits of the yard and scaled the 
fences. One of the latterin red undercloth- 
ing was captured BY an Amalgamated scout. 
When the fugitive had recovered his breath 
sufficiently be explained that he wasa non- 
union man, but would be one nomore. be- 
sides some five or six men who ilelt during 
the excitement the Amalgamated Association 
persuaded six men to leave the mill yester- 
day afternoon, and fifteen additional men 
Offered to come out, but the Amalgamated 
Association sent them back to work, telling 
them that when they meeded them they 
would let them Know, They are now work- 
ing for the association inside of fhe mill. 


THE IAMS CASE, 


GEN. SNOWDEN HAS A *‘DECIDED OPINION’’ IN 
REGARD TO THE PUNISHMENT. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 5.—A friend of Gen. 
Snowden in Franklin, this State, isin receipt 
ofa letter from the General on the punish- 
ment of Private lams at Homestead in which 
the writer says: 


You are at entire liberty to say to my Franklin 
friends, as has been said ip VPbiladelptiia, that I 
knew nething of Jams “Strihging up until after 4s was 
done, and] havea decided opinion in regard to ib.

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WRESTED FROM SPAIN.

Gen. Rolloff, a Polish Soldier of Fortune, 
in Command of the Revolutionary 
Forces— The Ship Containing the 
- Armed Patriots Sailed on the 25th of 
July. 


Curcaco, Ill., Aug. 5.—Ouban patriots in 
the United States are about to strike a blow 
for Cubatl independence. information has 
just been received by members of the Cuban 
Ciub in Chicago regarding the departure of a 
ship from a port near Key West, Fla., about 
July 25. Its destination was the ‘‘Queen of 
the Antilles,’’ and it was loaded down with 
well drilled and fully equipped men, who are 
prepared to diefor Cuban liberty. Abundant 
supplies, arms and ammunition were on 
board. The utmost precautions were taken 
to prevent the expedition from exciting the 
attention of the authorities of Key West, in 
order that no notice should be given to the 
Spanish rulers of the island. 

Theafternoon of July 24 and the morning of 
July %, a number of small parties left Tampa 
and Key West in small boats for fishing ex- 
cursions. Atthetime no one noticed that 
the parties were made up of Cubans and 
Cuban sympathizers. The fact that there are 
somany Cubans in Tampa and Key West 
caused no suspicion of the real object of the 
fishing excursions. Thelittie boats had or- 
ders to meet ata point twelve miles from 
Key West, according tothe letter received 
here. At this place there wasto bea vessel 
fn waiting for them with ample supplies and 
arms. The vessel wason timeandall were 
safely got aboard. 

The leader of the expedition is undoubtedly 
Gen. Rolloff, who is a native of Poland, but 
who emigrated when young to Cuba. With 
the love of liberty, born inevery son of Po- 
land, he espoused the cause of Cuban liberty 
when the revyolations of 1868 broke out. Long 
before the ten years’ struggle was over he 
had risen to be a General, and he is given the 
credit of having conducted the most Suaccess- 
fulcampaign, from the insurgents’ stand- 
point, inthe whole struggle. After the re- 
bellion was suppressed Gen. Rolloff visited 
severalofthe South American Republics and 
wWaseverywhere received with open arms. 


He has held several positions of distinction 
in thege countries. 

Gen. Rolioff was tn the United States of 
Colombia when he received the first intima- 
tion that there was a movement amon 
Cubans in this country to aid the patriots o 
the island in throwing off the Spanish yoke. 
He speedily made his way to Tampa and Key 
West and ¢dhrew all his energies into the 
movement. His presence inspired the clubs 
with new life, and in ashort time there was 
hardly a Cubanin Key West or Tampa that 
was not enrolled in a patriotfe or revolution- 
ary club. Forthese reasons it is natural to 
suppose that Gen. Rolloffis the leader of the 
expedition. The precautions taken for pre- 
Venting the expedition from being noised 
about in advance have lately obscured RKoll- 
off’s movements. 

Itis Known that there has been a move on 
foot among Chicago Cubans to engage in 
some such mysterious enterprise. It could 
not be learned that any of the patriots are 
absent from the city at present. It seems 
probable that they would not be so likely to 
take partin the initial expedition as others 

eafrer to. the scene of probable hostilities. 
Rk. G. Socorro, who has enjoyed confidential 
relations with the leaders in the movement 
at Key West, Tampa and other points in the 
country where the Cubans are numerous, 
said he had no knowledge of the expedition. 
Jtis more than probable that Mr. Socorro 


’ thinks it hardly the part of a patriot to dis- 


close what he knows of the plans of his com- 
atriots. He said that Spain would be as- 
onished, asthe rest of the world would be, 
when a blow was struck. The letter says 
that thousands of Cubans and Cuban sym- 
pathizers in Key West, Tampa and other 
towns were awaiting with anxiety for news 
from the expedition.

Planing Mill Men Confident. 


The striking planing mill men have never 
had a largerand more enthusiastic meeting 
than the one held this forenoon. It seemed 
to be ‘‘in the air’’ that a crisis was ap- 
proaching, and that important things would 
happen in a few hours. The boys had 
learned that the bosses had refused to meet 
the Arbitration Committee ofthe Carpenters 
Brotherhood Convention, and this announce- 
ment logically led tothe conclusion that the 
Brotherhood would accept the challenge to 
organized labor and would fight it outon 
that line if it took several summers. 

‘Yhe Brotherhood Convention this morning 
sent Trenor of New York, O’Connell of Chi- 
cago and Valerius of Cincinnati to address 
the mill men. Their remarks were to the 
effect that the only thing the men had now to 
do was to stick. They guaranteed the 
strikers the financial support of the Broth- 
erhood to the very last dollar of its resources 
if the employers prolonged the fight to such 
a degree. But this, they urged, was improb- 
abie. Everything pointed toa won strike in 
few daysif the men would stand together 
without flinching. 

The remarks were received with unbounded 
approval, and the word went down the line, 
**We'll stick !’’

REFUSED A BANQUET 


Archbishop Ireland Declines a Love 
Feast With Archbishop Corrigan. 


HIS BLUNT REPLY TO THOSE WHO 
BROUGHT THE INVITATION. 


He Said He Did Not Want to Pose as a 

Hypocrite—Archbishop Corrigan’s Hu- 

. millation—An Interesting Story Which 

Has Just Come Out—Father Phelan’s 
Verification. 


Only yesterday the statement came from a 
high ecclesiastical authority at Rome that 
Archbishop Corrigan of New York had fallen 
into disfavor with the Pope because he had 
contradicted in an indirect way the written 
word of the Pope, that Archbishop Ireland 
had not in his memorial expressed his fear of 
a culturkampfin this country if Archbishop 
Ireland’s plan of education was not ap- 
proved. This statement from Rome was 
widely published yesterday in every part of 
the country.

THE INVITATION. 

When Archbishop Ireland arrived in New 
York, July 13, on board the City of Paris, he 
was received at the wharf by a large 
body of distinguished ecclesiastics. In 
the midst of the congratulations 
and exchange of courtesies, the provincial 
of the Christian Brothers of the District of 
New York approached the Archbishop of 
St. Paul and said: ‘‘A banquet has been ar- 
ranged to be given in your honor at Man- 
hattan College to-morrow evening. Arch- 
bishop Corrigan has consented to 
preside and the effect of this early 
meeting between Your Grace and Archbishop 
Corrigan will go far to alleviate all hard feel- 
ings which the late controversy may have 
left. To the surprise of the provincial, 
Archbfshop Ireland refused the proffered in- 
vitation. The provincial then said: 

**Your Grace, such a meeting between you 
and Archbishop Corrigan will be very edify- 
ing to the faithful throughout the country. 
People will say, ‘How quickly these distin- 
guished prelates forget past differences. See 
how they greeted each other 
at the banguet in New  “York.’’’ 
The Archbishop of St. Paul then turned 
toward the brother and said: ‘‘No, but the 
people will say, ‘what accomplished hypo- 
Crites those prelates are!’’’ Archbishop Ire- 
land ordered his carriage at once and drove 
to Jersey City,where he took tne train 
to Baltimore to visit Cardinal 
Gibbons. He, did not remain in 
New York long enough to meet Archbishop 
Corrigan, but wentto Baltimore almost di- 
rectly from the deck of the City of Paris. 

ARCHBISHOP CORRIGAN HUMILIATED.

CORN FOR GERMANY. 


Large Exports to Be Made From St. 
Louis. 

Letters have been received by local corn 
exporters from Germany Indicating a most 
remarkable increase in the trade with that 
country. The orders received for corn for 
future delivery at Hamburg and Bremerhafen 
are about twice as large as they were at this 
time last year, and from inquiries as 


to prices and methods transpor- 
tation it is estimated that this 
proportion will be kept ae Last year, 
owing to the shortage in the European wheat 
and rye crops, and to the Russian ukase pro- 
hibiting the export of rye from that empire, 
the consumption of Indian corn in Germany 
was larger than it had ever been before. Al- 
though the same reason does not exist this 
year, the popularity of the American product 
Was sO great that in many cases it has been 
substituted for rye as a and 
éxperiments are tobe made with it as an 
army ration. The grain growers of Germany 
are terrified at the prospect,and have started 
@ number ofreports with the object of in 
juring the reputation of corn meal. One 
story, that fora time hada great dealof ef- 
fect, wasthat the French troops who were 
supplied with corn bread had been suffering 

m sickness in consequence. A letter was 
sent to the French military authorities 
asking for confirmation or denial of 
this story. Ananswer was received stating 
that there was notruth whateverin it, as 
no part ofthe French army had been sup- 
plied witn corn meal, although sucha step 
was contemplated. A number of German 
grain receivers have had agents in this 
country making inquiries In relation to prices 
nd methods of transportation, and as a re- 
sult the orders now in the hands of St. Louis 
shippers are the largest on record.

SCHIAPARELLI’S CANAL THEORY 
CLEARLY COMPREHENDED. 


NOT 


Prot Garrett P.Serviss Explains the Milan 
Astronomer’s Contention—What the 
Latter Says of the Result of Observa- 
tions by the Scientists at Mount Ham- 
ilton. 


New YORK, Aug. 5.—The opposition of 
Mars is closely watched by all stadents of 
planetary movements. The theories ad- 
vanced by Schiaparelli are now on trial, so 
tospeak. It was he who first made public 
the idea that Mars was inhabited by beings 
like those who live onthe earth. Discussing 
this theory, Garrett P. Serviss, the astro- 
nomical writer and lecturer, said yesterday: 

**Schiaparelli’s canal theory is: much mis- 
understood. The surface of Mars, as all 
telescopes have shown for the past fifteen 


ears, iscompletely cutup bya great num- 

er of broad, flat, straight lines. These con- 
verge into a number of knots or 
centres at various spots: on Mars’ sur- 
face. But there is nothing to prove that 
these so-called canals were dug to meet at 
great centers of human trade. On the con- 
trary, the very fact that these canals do not 
cease at the converging points, but keep 
Straight on, seems to show that they were 
not of human creation or built for com- 
mercial purposes. 

‘*That these broad, dark ribbons stretch- 
ing across the surface of Mars are canals in 
the sense of being waterways I believe to be 
true. The recent observations made at Lick 
Observatory, show that these waterways are 
not straight, but crooked, and simply appear 
Straight because of their immense dis- 
tance and the comparative weakness and im- 
perfectness of our best and strongest glasses. 
According to Prof. Barnard’s observations at 
Lick the edges of these waterways also ap- 
pear ragged like a coast line. 

**The surface of Mars is evidently flat and 
unmarked by the mountainous elevations 
that appear ontheearth. These waterways 
are probably huge natural canals, winding 
and twisting like our rivers, yet seem to us 
to be straight, as the sinuous Mississippi 
must seem to the Marsians ifthey have no 
better facilities forexamining us than we 
have for viewing them.’’ 

**The investigations which will be made at 
Lick andall over the world this week will 
probably definitely determine whether Mars 
is populated or not. Scientists also hope to 
discover the truth or falsity of Schiaparelli’s 
canal theory and settle the hitherto mooted 
question of whether these broad, straight 
marks on the surface of Mars are artificial or 
natural waterways. 

**For my part, I believe that Mars is in- 
habited. But whether the inhabitants are 
human beings, and, ifso, towhat degree of 
civilization they have attained, I confess that 
I do not feel competent to pass an opinion. It 
is possible thatthere are dwellers in Mars 
who are further advanced than we are in the 
arts and refinements of civilized life.’’ 


THE SCHIAPARELLI THEORY. 

MILAN, Aug. 5.—Prof. Schiaparelli, the illus- 
trious astronomer,whose fame is so gloriously 
vindicated by the Lick telescope, was seen 
here. He has known of the progress of the 
observations by Lick astronomers, with 
whom he has been in correspondence, and 
expressed great admiration for the American 
enterprise which had brought their splendid 
observatory into existence at so great a cost. 
People in Milan have always expressed their 
confidence in any statement regarding the 
sciencejof astronomy which Prof. Schiaparelli 
might make, and it is a gratification to 
him to know that the Lick telescope 
has confirmed the existence of his famous 
duplicated lineson Mars. Of this*planet he 
has made a special study, having devoted to 
the work the greater part of his active life. 
In the long course of observations he made 
previous to issuing his famous map of Mars 
thirteen yearsago, Prof. Schiaparelli used 
an 8-inch glass. Astronomers subsequently 
in various parts of the earth failed to verify 
his lines, even with glasses as large as 26 
inches, but now it seems from the reports re- 
ceived here about the work of the Lick tele- 
scope that his keen gray eyes must have 
marvelous penetrationand reaching power. 
In talking about the subject Prof. Schia- 
parelli said that the great lines dividing the 
continents of Mars had always appeared to 
him very clear. 

‘*] saw a parallel duplication with almost 
forty lines,’’ said he, ‘‘ini 882,and their num- 
ber increased with successive observations 
without the duplication, however, being al- 
ways visible. The identical direction of the 
lines proved their connection with the soil. 
The varying visibility of their duplication 
arose from different atmospheric conditions 
at times of opposition.’’ 

‘*Your report of the canals on Mars was not 
accepted at once, however, was it?’’ 

‘*‘The denialof the existence of the dupll- 
cation,’’ replied the great astronomer, ‘‘al- 
ways seemed to me absolutely unreasonable, 
for the markings were clearly seen by four 
astronomers. These were myselr and 
Coloria at the Milan observatory, - Protin 
at the Nice observatory and Schaberie at the 
California observatory. The three of these 
observed the lines on Mars during the plane- 
tary opposition. Twothen did not perceive 
their duplication. The third, Schaberie, 
verified several cases, which he noticed at 
the same time at the Milan observatory.’’ 

Prof. Schiaparelli was asked what was the 
probable cause of this failure by other as- 
tronomers in some cases to see what he had 
seen. 

‘‘There might,’’ he said, ‘‘be two causes 
for the diversity of observation. The first of 
these is the different achromatism of the 
telescopes. The visibility of certain stars 
depends much more upon the suitability of 
the instruments reflecting certain colored 
raysthanuponthe sizeof the instruments. 
Several of the Milanese telescope makers 
have devoted special attention to the refrac- 
tion of red rays, and I think they makethe 
bestinstruments for observing Mars, whose 
rays areared of great intensity. T second 
cause for the variability of obserVations is 
habit. The eye, Ii think, shoula be habitu- 
ated tothe observation of certainstars. it 
was only after fourteen years’ work in ob- 
serving Mars that I saw the details of the 
image with any clearness, and after tliat 
further details appeared. The California 
astronomers, who appear to be doing such 
excelient work with their fine instrument, 
could thus probably be enabled to see next 
year many things not apparent now,”’ 

Vhe eminent astronomer was then asked in 
regard to the theory that Mars was capable 
of sustaining animal or even human life, ana 
smiled at the question. ‘‘Some persons,’’ 
said he, ‘‘have attributed to me the idea of 
finding in the duplication of the [lines on 
Mars a proof that the planet was inhabited, 
and this they thought was based upon the 
supposition thatthe lines were the work of 
reasoning beings. I never said Anything of 
the kind, Natural forces may have hollowed 
out these deep canals, fifty to one hundred 
kilometers or 164,000 to 328,000 feet long. Why 
they are double it’s impossible to say, and it 
would be idle in astronomers to set up an hy- 
pothesis for discussion. Nature everywhere 
causes phenomena which are at present lit- 
tle understood. it would still require lon 
and laborious observations before we coul 
know definitely from what Could be seen that 
Mars was sustaining life.’’ 

**Do you not, however, believe that Mars 
now is inhabited; if not by human beings, 
then by some lower order of the animal king- 

’ 

ie convinced of the habitability of the 
lanet, but my conviction upon that point ts 
based upon many other things than simple 
observations. The conditions which prevail in 
Mars seem to approximate more closely those 
of the earth than is the case with any other 
heavenly bodies. It would indeed be strange 
if a globe like ours in many of its important 
features should exist without life of some 
lally when we know that such 


would 


fore, rests upon those who deny such exist- 
ence,’ 


the present opposition of Mars, 
Prof. Schiaparelli has been nightly on the 
scene of his labors watching the planet 
through his now famous instrument and 
making such adaitions to his map as his keen 
eyes have been able to detect. His canal 
theory is widely known here among the com- 
mon people, who regard the Professor witha 
reverential awe, and would believe him if he 
said there were gondolas on the seas of Mars. 


OF THE GREATEST INTEREST. 

San Francisco, Aug. 5.—Prof. Holden of 
the Lick observatory at Mount Hamilton says 
that Schiapareli, who advanced the canal 
theory, is one of the first and most learned 


astronomers inthe world, and that his _ife 
has been devoted to the study of ars. He 
knows,’’ said Prof. Holden, ‘‘more about 
that planet than any other man.

ALL EYES ON. PATTISON. 

Some two weeks ago or more, the Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of a Pennsylvania militia 
regiment, without so much as a drum-head 
court martial, inflicted a cruel and inhu- 
man punishment upon a private soldier 
under his command. That punishment 
has no justification in military or civil 
law; on the contrary, it is in open viola- 
tion of both military and civil law. Gen. 
Schofield could not do toa private in the 
army of the United States what Lieut.-Col. 
Streator did to Iams, without rendering 
himself liable to severe penalty; nor is 
there any army in Christendom—except 
that of Pennsylvania—where such brutality 
could be perpetrated with impunity. 

What has the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Pennsylvania militia done about this 
shameful business? So far as the public 
knows, nothing. Therefore, sofar as the 
public knows, he approves of the action of 
‘Lieut.-Col. Streator, which has been de- 
nounced as an inexcusable outrage by the 
practically unanimous voice of popular 
opinion on both sides of the ocean. 

Gov. Pattison’s inaction in this matter 
is quite beyond ordinary comprehension. 
It has already cost him heavily in public 
estimation, and if persevered in will be 
fatal alike to his ambition and to his 
honor.

CLINCHING A BELIEF. 

The first dip of a Special Investigating 
Committee of the House of Delegates into 
the management of the City Poor-house 
has brought to light evidence of ‘*push’’ 
crookedness. Aggravated nepotism, mis- 
management, office-farming and place-pur- 
chasing are suggested in testimony dragged 
from unwilling witnesses whose manifest 
desife to conceal indicates that only a 
small part of the disgraceful truth has been 
revealed. 

Recent experiences in the matter of in- 
vestigations do not encourage the hope 
that the mess will be probed to the bottom 
and every Official tainted by it branded 
with the stigma. The power of the 
‘*push’’ in covering municipal scandals 
and shielding official rascality has been 
demonstrated too often to expect that it 
will not prove efficacious even in the face 
of overwhelming testimony. 

Whatever may be the ultimate result of 
the investigation, the mere 
proof of the fact that the conditions exist 
is of peculiar yalue at present. Jt sustains 
the charge of the Post-DISPATCH- that 
there is a powerful combine of the ‘‘push’’ 
elements in both,parties for loot and law- 
lessness. Entrenched behind political in- 
fluences and pulls it defies Grand-juries, 
courts and investigating committees. It 
offers protection to official law-breakers, 
treasury looters, official crooks and crim- 
inal thugs who are willing to aid in sus- 
taining its power. Not a department of 
the municipal government seems to be free 
from the tainting touch of its greasy 
hand. 

This Poor-house scandal is an addition 
to a mountain of evidence of its pervading 
influence. It serves to clinch the 
belief that there can be no hope of relief 
from corruption and lawlessness in St. 
Louis until the villainous ‘‘push’’ com- 
bine is swept away by the people.

Recent events in this city have emphasized 
what we said @ week or two since, about the 
complicity between the law officers and the 
law breakers in our great cities. The Grand- 
jury has been fm session and its efforts to 
indict certain men who are believed to be 
guilty of fagrant crimes have been paralyzed 
by disagreements, @ solid minority standing 
against a solid majority.

Mrs, Gallagher Before the Poor-House 
Investigating Committee. 


SHE EXPLAINS THE TROUBLE BETWEEN 
HER AND CLERK BOURDON. 


The Frenchman Called Her an “Irish 
Liar’’—Gallagher Took $Bourdon’s 
Money Simply to Prove Bourdon Was 
a ‘“‘Raseal’’—Dr. Reel Proves a Very 
Hard Witness to Handle. 


The Investigating Committee of the House 
met atthe Poor-house yesterday afternoon 
to resume the taking of testimony, all mem 
bers being present except Mr. Lehman. 

Mrs, Jane Ann Gallagher, wife of the 
Saperintendent, was the first witness called. 
She said she had done no discharging and 
admitted that she did not know how to read 
or write or very much about the institution. 
She denied having struck or attempted to 
strike Mr. Bourdon. 

**I never struck at anything in my Hfe,’’ 
was her answer. 

**Did you shake your fist at him?’’ 

**No, sir!"’

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EJECTED FROM THE C&METERY. 
Peter Donnelly Sued the Calvary Cemetery 
Board for $5,000 Damages. 

Peter Donnelly filed a suit to-day against 
the Calvary Cemetery Association for $5,000 
damages, He alleges that he is the owner 
cc a Ce: Uae cemetery and 
was going to visit it yesterday when 


he was assauited by an agent of defendant 
and ejected from the grounds. The cemetery 
management has recently be enforcin 
rule under which no one Is allowed to visit 
the cemetery without a permit, which can be 
obtained at the office of the cemetery. This 
rule has been adopted by both cemeteries 
and has been strictly enforced. 
The regulation has been in operation forover 
a month, but many people have not yet 
heard of it and are refused admission be- 
cause they have not a ticket. The arrange- 
ment has been very distasteful to those who 
have leased lots in the cemetery and who 
feel as ifthey are entitled to unrestricted re- 
course to the grounds. Tickets are given 
only to those -who have relatives 
buried in the cemeteries and as few as pos- 
sible are issued, each ticket being made to 
satisfy fora family and its immediate con- 
nections. The cemetery officials say that 
ghoulish persons have cultivated a habit of 
lounging about the graves playing cards on 
the tombstones to the scandal of the general 
public. Improved street car facilities have 
magnified this evil.

The Republican Candidate's Reply to 
Charges of Sectarian Prejudice. 


HE MAKES HIS FIRST REPLY AND SAYS 
IT WILL BE THE LAST. 


The Speech Which He Made in Congress |

Warner entered the 
parlor he claimed tobe suffering trom that 
tired, worn-out feeling, and was not inclined 
to talk politics or to indulge in a conversa-

THAT CONFERENCE. 

After being informed that he would leave 
to-night for Trenton, Mo., toaddress an as- 
semblage of Republicans, he was asked: 
**Major, is it not a fact that the object of 
Rev. Fathers Dalton and P helan’s visit to St. 
Louls last night was for the sole purpose of 
bringing about an amicable settlement De- 
tween yourself and the Catholics of the 
State, the trouble existing on account of you 
being a member of the Congressional Com- 
mittee refusing Mexico admission to the 
Union on account of the superstition, 
peculiar ways and the religion of the 
natives?’’ 

‘‘If those gentlemen were here for that 
purpose, I Know nothingofit. I met them 
while they were here, because they were 
friends of mine.

BOARD OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT. 


The Forest Park Electric Railroad Scheme 
—Other Business. 


The Board of Public Improvements met to- 
day at noon, President pro tem Holman pre- 
siding. 

The most important matter before the 
board was the report of the Park Committee 
on the proposed new street railway 
for Forest Park. Mr. Fechter, Chair- 
man of the committee, reported that 


an ordinance had been drafted which would 
haveto be amended subsequently in that 
portion of it relating tothe proposed route, 
as it could not be designated as specifically 
as the law required untilasurvey bad been 
made. As it was the object of the promoters 
of the scheme to havethe ordinance passed 
as soon as possible the ordinance would be 
presented in its present shape for approval, 

This was then done and on motion it was 
referred to the Municipal Assembly. The 
ordinance calls for a double-track electric 
line, running from the main entrance to the 
park in a line parallel to its boundaries 
around the entire park. Cars are to ron 
at least every seven minutes from 5 a, m, to 
12 midnight, andevery hour from midnight 
to5Ba.m. The fare is to be 5 cents for adults 
and 2% cents for children. 

The various depots, stations and platforms 
are to be constructed after pians and designs 
submitted toand approved by the Board of 
Public Improvements and are to cost not 
less than $10,000, to be paid for by the com- 
pany. The road must be begun in six months 
and completed within one year from date of 
granting the ordinance. In consideration 
of the grant of the franchise 
the company is to pay into 
the City Treasury a certain sum annually to 
be fixed hereafter, beginning on the of 
January five years after the road begins 
operations and this sum is to be applied to 
the eg ecg nan of the park. 

Bids for supplying the new City Hall with 
cream buff Amherst stone No. 1 were opened 
and found to beas follows: McAlister & Dali, 
$183,000; Pickel Stome Co., $152,797; W. J.

Dalrymple is 
Out West somewhere now. Last season he 
Was with the Milwaukee Association Club. 
When that team disbanded ‘‘Old Dal’’ as he 
was Known went West. George Gore as every- 
One knows is at present covering center and 
captaining the Browns, and the only Kelly 
is with Boston. Anson had in this team the 
strongest club on the diamond In those days. 
In fact he never had its equal since and many 
doubt whether anyone else ever did, They 
Were all winners.

Whereupon the Lord Chancelior 
assured him that ‘‘Her Majesty is so fully 
sensible of your zeal for the public service 
and of yourample efficiency to execute the 
rights and duties which her faithful Com.

Following thereon the Speaker submitted

Discover a Skeleton in a 
Barrel. 


FAIRMOUNT, Ill., Aug. 5.—Workmen engaged 
in excavating for a cellar on Mr. Gunder’s 
lot, situated in the southwest part of town, 
were horror struck when they reached what 
they supposed was the box ina grave and 
refused to dig farther. Others, having their 
curlosity excited, examined the mysterious 
find.
